What the order in effect represents is a general am- 
nesty which frees the men from facing the normal military 
courts. The only penalty, an automatic one, 15 loss of 
veterans’ rights of clothing allowance, medical and dental | 
care, gratuities, rehabilitation grants, pension rights, and -— 
Veterans’ Land act benefits. 
The men are now free to return to their homes without |} 
fear of arrest. All that will mark them in future 1s their

Tag Days and the Chest 

The Community Chest of Edmonton is 
thoroughly justified in asking the city coun- 
cil to restrict the number of tag days grant- 
anizations that require money 


ed to ors 
from the public 
Chest officials take the stand, and right- 


ly, that citizens expected tag days to be 
minimized in number after the formation of 
the Chest five vears ago, that member agen- 
cies of the Chest have never asked fo1 lag 
days and that canvassers for the Chest find 


it difficult to make collections from citizens 
who object to contributing to both tag days 
and the Chest fund. 

All this is eminently reasonable. The 
Community Chest was supposed to make 
tag days unnecessary. And it should oper 
ate that way. 

Of course, during war days it was im- 
possible to carry out this purpose, There 
were all sorts of organizations engaged in 
various kinds of war work and these requir 
ed funds to carry on, The tag day was the 
only method available to them and so the 
rule against tag days was relaxed. But all 
that is over now and the time has come to 
restrict, as Chest officials suggest, the num- 
ber of tag days which, to say the best for 
them, constitute a laborious, undignified and 
costly method of raising money tor commun- 
ity purposes, 


But there is another side to that Story 
that should be told. 

There are only 21 agencies that are 
members of the Chest. There must be just 


as many other agencies doing a useful work 
that are not members of the Chest. How is 
it proposed that these shall raise money for 
their essential efforts? 

It is possible that some of these non- 
Chest agencies are duplicating, to Some ex- 
tent, the work of other agencies, It is pos- 
sible that there is a degree of importance 
among them. 

Nevertheless, it would occur to the dis- 
interested observer that there should be a 
good many more member agencies of the 
Chest than 21. The very fact that the pub- 
lic does contribute to these non-Chest agen- 
cies, even through the unpleasant means of 
tag days, would seem to indicate that they 
enjoy a measure of public confidence and 
Support and fulfil a useful purpose in the 
community. 

There is one very grave danger in the 
community chest system. And that is that 
it sometimes becomes a closed corporation 
devoted to the welfare of a limited number 
of charities, 

We are not suggesting that such a thing 
has happened in the case of the Edmonton 
Community Chest. But it is a tendency that 
is always present. And to avoid it, Chest of- 
ficials should always be ready and anxious 
to examine the claims, in a generous spirit, 
of new applicants for membership. 

Tag days should be strictly limited in 
number. But it is difficult to see how tag 
days can be restricted without a certain 
parallel extension of the Community Chest 
membership.
